Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed 9/29/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Page 15, 3 rd Paragraph, lines 9-13: 

The applicant argues that Eyer does not disclose performing the claimed 
limitation based on a channel upward/downward changing instruction. Eyer discloses a 
"remote control key input" (column 7, line 29) that causes the learning system to 
sequentially step through the frequency bands. This control key input is interpreted as 
being equivalent to a channel changing command, and thus meets the limitation. 

Page 1 5, last paragraph: 

The applicant argues that the learning algorithm is not performed when there is 
no channel information in memory. The first time the unit is turned on, the channel 
memory would be empty and therefore need to be populated. The rejection stands. 

Page 16, last paragraph: 

The applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine Sugiyama with Eyer. 
The combination is valid, and the rejection stands. 



Page 18, 2 na Paragraph: 
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The applicant argues that none of the four procedures are found in the Shintani 
reference. Reviewing the Office Action, the limitation is found in Sugiyama and not 
Shintani (page 8, first paragraph). The rejection stands.
